Rowling’s many spinoffs 
diluting magic of *Potter’

As a kid who had 
grown up a little 
too obsessed with 
“Harry Potter,” I was 
heartbroken when 
the seventh and final 
book of the series hit 
shelves eight years 
ago. Being that I 
was 1 6, 1 was a little 
moody about the 
whole thing, but my 
dad took one look at 


me and rolled his eyes. 

“Oh, don’t worry She’ll defi- 
nitely write another book.” 

I was incredulous. J.K. Rowl- 
ing was no sellout! She had 
said there would only be seven 
books, and though it pained 
me to say goodbye to her 
beloved characters, I knew she 
would keep their integrity I 
was confident that there would 
be no eighth book. 

It never occurred to me that 
Rowling would sell out in even 
more disappointing ways. 

At first it wasn’t so bad. 

She wrote little versions of 
“Fantastic Beasts and Where 
to Find Them” and “Quidditch 
Through the Ages” (books that 
Harry and his friends had read) and gave the 
proceeds to charities. She released supple- 
mentary material about characters on the site 
Pottermore. For those dying to try butter- 
beer, take a picture with a replica of the Hog- 
warts Express or pay $44.95 for an interactive 
wand, Rowling approved the creation of the 
Wizarding World of Harry Potter— another 
Florida theme park in Universal’s empire. 

All of these things are run-of-the-mill mer- 
chandising opportunities or works of charity 
But lately things have taken a decidedly less 
magical turn. 

Remember “Fantastic Beasts and Where

to Find Them”? Even though it’s a fictional 
textbook with no plot to speak of, Rowling is 
trying her hand at screenwriting to turn it into 
a feature-length film. No, make that a trilogy 
of films. And did you hear? She’s collaborating 
to bring “Harry Potter and the Cursed Child,” 
a play that is not a prequel but maybe (sort of?) 
covers new material from before the books, to 
the London stage next summer. 

Look, Rowling, if you’re going to milk this 
“Harry Potter” thing until you die, fine! At 
16, 1 was maybe a little naively convinced of 
your integrity but I can’t begrudge a woman 
for wanting to rake in that HP cash forever. 

But if that’s what you want, 
then just write another book. A 
prequel about Harry’s parents, 
a sequel about his kids— who 
cares? If you’re going to con- 
tinue to play in this universe, 
actually do it and continue the 
story of characters we care 
about. Don’t base three movies 
on a textbook title. 

The problem with these 
spinoffs is that they dilute the 
magic of the originals. They 
make us love Harry a little less 
just for being associated with 
lesser money-grubbing efforts 
that aren’t his fault. Eor those 
of you who would argue that 
something is better than noth- 
ing, it’s not! I could reread the series 10 times 
and a story about Newt Scamander still 
would make me wish I could just pick up the 
original for the nth time. 

I love “Harry Potter.” I checked the mail- 
box for my letter when I was ii, went to get 
the books at midnight, cried when Sirius died 
... you know, normal stuff Those books made 
me fall in love with reading and put me on 
the path to becoming a writer, and nothing 
could convince me that they aren’t magical 
and life-changing. 

But damn if Rowling isn’t trying.

O ne thing’s for sure in Chicago: After winning their third Stanley Cup in six seasons 
this summer, Blackhawks players have graduated from rock stars to mega-superstars. 

Now that 
the Hawks are seeing more autograph and photo requests than ever, RedEye caught up with 
players at the team’s annual convention to get their do’s and don’ts for fans seeking a piece of 
championship history

PATRICK KANE (ninth year in NHL) 

“You have to be patient, that’s for sure. There’s 
a lot of different priorities and requests that 
come [a player’s] way, especially through these 
next couple days [at the convention]. 

“I always tell the people that ask what the con- 
vention is like, I say it’s kind of like a 9-to-5, 
9-to-9 workday. You’re here all day, you really 
have to put the time in to kind of interact with 
fans and make sure you’re giving everyone 
the time of day because it’s a big weekend for 
them. And that’s why we’re here too, to give 
back as much as we possibly can.’’ 

BRYAN BICKELL (10th year) 

“It’s funny, from the years of seeing people 
from how confident they are or how nervous 
they are. They come out, they seem calm, [and 
then] the next guy comes and you watch him 
jump in circles. I think really, just enjoy the mo- 
ment. When I was growing up when I was a 


kid meeting my superstar hockey player that I 
wanted to be like one day, I was nervous. Just 
enjoy the moment is the biggest thing. 

“Some people, they sweat profusely. It’s excit- 
ing, I think, for the fans to get the opportunity 
to meet someone famous, I guess. I don’t con- 
sider myself famous. ... I’m just a hockey player, 
but it’s cool.’’ 

KRIS VERSTEEG (ninth year) 

“Have their camera ready. That’s it. That’s the 
big thing. ... Not for me, I mean. Well, probably 
for me, too. But for everyone, it helps when the 
camera is ready and you can flash it.’’ 

ANDREW SHAW (fifth year) 

“Just be polite, you know. Know it’s an exhaust- 
ing day for us [at the convention]. We really 
want to make sure we get to everybody, make 
sure everyone has a great day. Selfie form, get 
it ready.’’ 


TEUVO TERAVAINEN (third year) 

“Basically, just ‘Can I get a photo, picture or sign 
something.’ Asking for a photo or signature is 
all right, of course. Stay calm, don’t panic or 
anything.’’ 

Teravainen made headiines recentiy when he 
reportediy toid media back home in Finiand 
that femaie fans in Chicago are “quite horny.” 

“It was a little bad translation, I would say. I said 
that in Finnish and [meant it] differently. Was 
trying to say female fans take, like, selfies and 
stuff and here they’re coming really close to take 
them, like cheek by cheek, that’s what I meant.’’ 


SCOTT DARLING (second year) 

“Know we’re people too. Manners are great. Say 
please and thank you, and [have] a pen ready. 
Just make sure everybody gets a chance.’’ 

JONATHAN TOEWS (ninth year) 

“I think people are really great for the most 
part. If anything they’re too bashful. 

“Maybe I’m going out on a limb there, maybe 
it’s a complete coincidence and they have no 
idea I’m a hockey player, but usually they’re 
just being too nice. That would be my advice to 
those people, don’t worry about it.’’

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‘Watchman’ pricks at 
the literary conscience 



There is much to be 
said of all the specula- 
tion and allegations 
about how exactly 
the manuscript of 
“Go Set a Watch- 
man” was discovered 
and whether author 
Harper Lee ever 
wanted it to be pub- 
lished. 

Let’s set those 
concerns aside for 
now and focus on the story itself 

Whether you consider “Watchman” a 
sequel to “To Kill a Mockingbird” or its first 
draft, its events chronologically take place af- 
ter “Mockingbird,” and they add dimension, 
depth and a necessary disillusionment to a 
story that long has been part of American 
literary (and cinematic) canon. 

In “Watchman,” Jean Louise “Scout” 

Finch, the scrappy child protagonist of

“Mockingbird,” has grown 
into an independent woman 
of 26 who lives in New York 
but spends two weeks every 
year in her hometown of 
Maycomb, Ala. Maycomb seems like the 
same sleepy Southern town we all know from 
Lee’s i960 classic, but Scout’s father, Atticus, 
is older now and sometimes crippled by 
rheumatoid arthritis, and the former tomboy 
has a sort-of boyfriend/sort-of fiance in her 
lifelong friend Hank Clinton (who is not in 
“Mockingbird”). 

Scout takes the comfortable sameness of 
Maycomb and its residents for granted, but 
the illusion is shattered one afternoon when 
she discovers a citizens’ council meeting in 
which the town’s men are discussing how 
they can combat integration and the govern- 
ment’s newfound enforcement of black civil 
rights. To Scout’s horror, she sees Atticus and 
Hank among the members, calmly listening 
as one speaker goes on a white-supremacist. 
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N-word-ridden tirade. 

Scout, whose faith in Atticus hadn’t been 
shaken once in 26 years, finds the damage 
done to her idol irreversible— and we should, 
too. The lowest point of the book occurs when 
Atticus explains and, worse, tries to justify his 
racism, but you don’t have to agree with him. 
The whole point is that you’re not supposed to 
agree— he doesn’t want you, or Scout, to. 

This is the coming-of-age tale that Scout 
was too young to have in “Mockingbird,” and 
her emotional journey is one the reader has 
to take as well. There are points when it’s very 
tempting just to close the book and reject it 
as a bad first draft that never ever should have 
been published, all in order to preserve our 
image of Atticus as that unyielding pillar of 
righteousness and morality instead of recog- 
nizing that he’s a human being whose sense of 
right or wrong shouldn’t dictate anyone else’s. 

The book is far from literary perfection. 
Without much finesse, it tosses and turns be- 
tween being hilarious (flashbacks of Scout go- 
ing through puberty) and heartbreaking (Cal- 
purnia, the black housekeeper who helped 
raise Scout, treating her like a stranger). It 
lacks the polish of “Mockingbird,” and fails 
to have solid cohesion with “Mockingbird’s” 


plot (where exactly did Hank come from?). 
Yet it’s also unfair to compare “Watchman” to 
a novel that’s been hailed as a literary classic 
for more than half a century 

Several key scenes sit uneasily with the 
reader, such as when Scout is backhanded by 
her uncle and when Atticus’ explanation of 
racism totters too close to a general defense 
of it. This is not comfortable reading, and it 
shouldn’t be. Racism and physical abuse are 
not things one should come to terms with, 
but that doesn’t mean they have no place in 
the context of this story 

In a time where sequels are the norm rather 
than the exception, it’s easy to dismiss this 
book as a bastardized version of the original, 
but I see “Watchman” as completing the story 
began in “Mockingbird.” If “Mockingbird” is 
the story of how one man helped form a child’s 
(and a town’s and the reader’s) conscience, then 
“Watchman” is the story of that conscience 
facing its greatest challenge: using itself against 
the very force that helped form it. 

The problem with “Watchman” is that it 
forces us to reconsider a standard of Hterary 
morality that has held for generations. If Scout 
can’t bear what she sees as her father’s “betray- 
al” after 26 years, how can readers be expected

to after 55 years of putting Atticus Finch up on 
a pedestal above other book characters? We 
want our books to finish with a clear hero and 
a triumph over evil, but “Watchman” doesn’t 
give us that. Unlike with “Mockingbird,” 
there is no neat end to the story here; there’s a 
messy much more realistic one instead.
